Annual  Fund  Sets  Record 

A  record  of  $62,055  was  raised  by 
the  1977-78  Annual  Fund  Appeal  that 
closed  on  June  30th.  More  important, 
the  number  of  alumnae  donors  (1549) 
rose  26%  over  1976-77. 

Donors  to  the  Annual  Fund  were 
14.8%  of  Lasell's  alumnae  body,  a 
figure  approaching  the  national  average 
for  all  colleges  and  universities  of  18% , 
and  of  special  significance  for  a  two  year 
college.  Heartfelt  thanks  to  all  who 
participated  in  this  achievement. 

Class  gifts  excel— Congratulations  to 
1942,  1956  and  1907!  The  largest  class 
gift,  $7,046.25,  came  from  1942;  the 
largest  number  of  donors,  40,  from 
1956;  and  topping  the  list  for  highest 
percentage  of  donors  was  1907  with 
70%.  The  College  also  takes  special 
note  of  Reunion  gifts— congratulations 
also  to  1933  (45th  Reunion)  with  the 
largest  gift  of  $1,255  and  1938  (40th 
Reunion)  with  the  greatest  number  of 
donors,  32  contributors.  The  highest 
percentage  was  from  the  class  of  1907 
(70th  Reunion) .
